Jobs were scarce.

I knew mosfof 
them, after • my experience at book 
agent, and J had little difficulty in 
getting 50 to 75 bogs a day. 


But business conditions

bad. It was the winter of 1873— the 
year of the great panic, and intense 
frost out in Kansas. People burned 
com instead of coal, it was so much 
cheaper.. 


To add to the general depression 


came the Russian epizootic influenza. 
which attacked all horses, and killed 
many. 
Oxen were used to poll the 


street cars. 


Then cane the great slaughter of 


buffalo, which helped bring on their 
extinction. Ryan, with bfa usual en- 
terprise, arranged for the purchase 
of 2000 bufalo hams. 


Thee* were expenslvje, and my em- 


ployers wanted to realize everything 
they possibly could.

— Ilarlan Fiske Stone, Nfcw Tork, 
former dean of Columbia law school. 
has been selected as attorney f*&eral 
of the United States by President 
Coolldge. 


Official announcement of the s*Iec- 


tio-2 was made today and Stone's 
nomination was aent to the senate 
for confirmation.

He will take office as successor 


to 'Harry M. Dougherty as soon as 
the senate confirms him, 


He was President Coolidca's guest 


at breakfast at the Whit* House this 
morning. 
Several senators were 


there also 'and tho Mr. Coolidge did 
not tell any of them that Stone had 
been selected,' they got the impres- 
sion he was to be the new attorney 
general. • - . . . - .

Mr. Coolldgo had Stone in mind

The new attorney general is ac- 


cepting the post at a tremendous 
financial sacrifice, White House of- 
ficials said Stone is a member of a 
prominent law firm in New Tork 
and is on Isave from the Columbia 
University school of law. 


Stone .is understood to have gone 


back to New York following the con- 
ferences at breakfast.

Stone's nomination Is expected to 


be. approved by the senate Immed- 
iately. Stone will return to Wash- 
ington after putting his personal aN- 
fairs In New York in shape and take 
over the duties of the department of 
justice.

do support a wonderful Y. M. C. A., an energetic Boy Scouts 
organization, and many other uplifts for jouth, the crime age 
has gone below even the age of legal maturity.

Jaw enforcement officers, police, constables, sheriffs, probate, 
common pleas. Men of high standing and repute occupy these 
official positions. Their work is far better than the credit given 
them. It Ls not the enforcing branch which is at fault. It is not 
for lack of a welfare branch.
